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Prevention of Sleeping 
Sickness Among Horses 


Equine Encephalomyelitis or sleep- 
ing sickness in horses is one of the 
most serious horse diseases that has 
ever appeared in western Canada. 
The province of Alberta was fortunate 
in esvaping this disease until the sum- 
mer of 1938, although outbreaks had 
occurred in Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan in previous years and ‘had assu- 
med serious proportions during 1937 
and 1988, Alberta has, therefore, the 
benefit of experience gained in com- 
batting the disease in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan. 

Should the disease occur in Alberta 
this year and follow the course that it 
has taken elsewhere, we may expect 
it to be of a more virulent form and 
more wide-spread that it was during 
the past season when it occured in 
more or léss restricted areas. For 
these reasons, it is essential that far- 
mers and horsemen acquire all the in- 
formation they can regarding the pre- 
ventive measures that may be taken, 

Vaccination has been found to be 
the most effective method of control. 
Experiments conducted in Canada and 
the United States uphold this state- 
ment. The administration of vaccine, 
however, is a preventive, not a cure. 
and vaccination to be effective must 
be done BEFORE the disease in con- 
tracted. 

The first entirely satisfactory vac- 
cine was developed for use on a large 
scale in 1938, It is known as ‘‘Chick” 
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in Champion, Carmangay, Barons, Kirkcaldy, ete

now available in the prairie provinces 
under a co-operative arrangement 
made between the governments of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
and the manufacturers—the Lederle 
Laboratories in New York, and Out- 
ters Laboratory in Berkely, Oalifornia 

Therefore, there is at our disposal a 
positive means of preventing an out- 
break of this disease on a large scale. 
The price uf the vaccine, including the 
cost of administration, will not exceed 
one dollar per horse. Therefore, it 
cught to be possible tor the majority 
of the farmers in Alberta to vaecinate 
most of their horses, Vaccine proper- 
ly administered assures protection for 
a period of six months. Two doses 
must be given, from seven to fourteen 
days apart, during the month of April 
and will provide immunity until fall. 
lt should be pointed out that two doses 
of vaccine are necessary for complete 
protection.
